A fleet of yachts put 
out from the shore; but to the yacht 
Fcdera and her eaiitain, Norris Oramer, 
fell the greater part of the work of res- 
cue* Captain Oramer plunged into the 
water and rescued a young bov named 
Thompson, whose strength was (jiving 
out, ami look him to the Fedora's side, 
where both were taken aboard.

A Trust in Trouble. 


I'KOIUA, August 7.—The action of the 


government in requiring the payment of 
internal revenue taxes in currency to he 
remitted to Chicago instead of New York 
is the most serious bloiv the whisky 
trust has received in a lout: time. As a 
result its business is practically par- 
alyml. TYodiiction has been slopped 
for some time, and now the process of 
distribution is at a standstill, and all for 
lack of currency with which lo pay the 
tax. 
Tlie anti-trust distilleries arc no
